THE REMEDIAL BILL. 


CLOSING SPEECHES AT OTTAWA ON 
THE GREAT QUESTION. 


Sir Charlea Hibbert Tupper and D len 
McCarthy Make Elequent Speeches 
Neapectively Supporting and Coud:ema- 
ing t e Measure. 


Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper spoke on 
the remedial bili in the commons and 
held the floor fortwo honrs and a half. 
As to his manner of speaking, he has not 
acquitted himself with much credit ss in 
any previous debate; but with respect to 
his utterances, it is felt on all sides that 
he was indisereet. In making a bid for 
Catholic votes, he went out of his way to 
g.ve ¢ffence to the Orangemen of Ontario 
by altacking Clarke Wallece. Ile also 
acensed Dalton McCarthy of being the 
paid counselior ofthe Manitoba govern- 
ment, and therefore, while the gentleman 
was better able than any other man in 
parliament to inforin the house on this 
question his opinion could not now be 
relied upon. Sir Hib ert said he had 
counted on Mr, Laurier’s support for the 
bill as a Cathohe and Canadian, quoting 
from Mr Laurie's Winnipeg speech and 
other utterances to show the inconsis- 
tency ofhia present pos tion, 

Mr. Laurier retorted, “You are simp'y 
engaged in child’s play.” 

“ir Hibbert then contrasted Mr. Lan- 
rier's position with the patriotic manner 
in which Sr John Macdonald had dealt 
with matters of race and creed. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy had correctly detined the isene 
when he said it was a question of separ- 
ate schools in Manitoba. Mr. Laurier 
had gdopted McCarthy's policy. Last 
seesion Mr. McCarthy waa as weak ae the 
letter “O" in the word pneumonia. Now 
he has the whole Liberal oppesiti.n 
doing his mischievous ork. He referred 
to Mr, MeCarthy’s Portaye la Prairie 
epoech. which he claimed originated the 
question, te noted the words in which 
Mr. Laurier then condemned him. The 
government was obeying the law. In 
this connection, he attacked Mr, Welden, 
wheee position he said was the mest 
extraordinary of any man in the houge. 
Mr. Weldon had supported the bill to 
refer this matter to the privy couneil, 
aad had strongly urged abiding by the 
copstiintion. tle then dealt with the 
question cf a compact. Tle took his 
stand on the decision ef the privy coun- 
cil that the Manitoba act was a patlia- 
mentary compact, An estential part of 
that compact vas the right of appeal. 

ile qa sted the opinion of Me. McCarthy 
which he claimed conflicted with Mr. 
MeCarthy's present opinion in thia eon- 
nection. tle teok up the contention 
that the lecal levielati: Tt theo | have 
heen disalinwed. Tle clatmerd Manitoba 
had not heen treated with haste or 
barhiess by the Deminion government. 
Ile charged tie Manitoba voverninent 
with having deliberately  elosed the 
door to neyvoiiations by failing to reply 
tothe Dominion government’a concilia 
tory dispatches of the Yoth of Jaly until 
two dave before parliament met and by 
then declaring that the province would 
not accept the re-establishment of separ- 
ate schools in any shape or form. 

After :ceess Paiton MeCarthy con 
tinned the debate. After defending 
himeelf and Wallace (the latter not

Mr. Martin objected to the powere 
Which the Company asked for in connec: 

If 
these powers were granted the company 
wonld have the whole control of sach 
important points as St. Andrews’ rapids, 
which the people of Winnipeg have been 
agitating for the government to improve 
and therefore if the company failed to go 
on With their project, it would be impos - 
sible tor the government or any otherr to 
take hola of the work until they bought 
ont the present company, who may in 
the mé@antime made some imetfectaal im 
provementir. 

Mr. Bovd ob) ted toa special obatacle 
such as this, but consented to the amend- 
ment providing that the cotpany be 
compelled to show that it bas financial 
abili y to carry ont the works before the 
plans are aeceptad,
